Public meetings & survey

Community Forum Series #3 launched on September 20,
2010, with a series of nine public meetings over three
weeks. At the same time, the same information was avail-
able through a paper and online survey.

The core activity of these opportunities for public input
was built on prior public input in Community Forum Series
#1 and #2, resulting in o broad Vision for Austin's future
(see it onling at www . lmagineAustin.net/vision. htm) and
four alternate scenarios, sketching different ways the cify
could develop over the next 30 years {see the alternate
scenarios on the right].

The “Which Way, Austin®" survey presented participants
with likely ramifications of the four scenarios [plus a fitth,
representing "Trends continue™), and invited them to as-
sess the scenarlos and rate thelr preferences.
